THE BETTER WAY 


If the U.S. Government docs 
not-make a distinct impression 
on the: unemployment problem, 
it will not be “for want of 
.celerity of action oni the part of 
President . Roosevelt, whose- 
emergency relief programme is 
already under way. The new 
‘Administration is proceéding 
along three useful lines—the 
enrolment of workers for immed- 
late public employment, grants 
to States for relief work;-and the 
creation of a broad public works 
programme. Under one branch | 
of these activities, a quarter of 
a million unemployed will be 
formed into.a Civilian Conserva- 
lion Cozps for the purpose of 
reafforestation work, being pro- 
vided with food, clothing, hous- 
ing and medical attention and be 
paid three dolJars monthly. 
This will strike most people as 

‘|@ far more sensible plan than 
the-“dole” system, under which 
'| the workless are ‘paid for doin 
nothing. Indeed, the whole 
basis of the American method is 
a distinet ‘improvement on ‘the 
British plan. The Labour Party 
has. been making every effort 
far some time past to get the 
National Government’. to ‘jn- 
stitute plans of a far-reaching 
nature for the utilisytion of the 
natipnal resources in land, credit, 
materials and man-power, so as 
'{'to increase. the total production 
of wealth in the couritry, but 
the Government refuses * to be 
budged from its, policy of wait- 
ing on international action. 
;Byen in this sphere, no immedi- 
ate results are expected, if we 
are to take seriously a recent de- 
claration of ‘Mr. Neville Cham- 
}berlain’s to the effect that no 
thoughtful person ean think that 
the maladjustments which have 
brought about worldwidé: un- 
employment: are likely to he 
corrected so rapidly that we can 
look forward with any confidence 
to the reduction of unemploy- 
ment to comparatively small: 
figures within the next-ten years. 


That,'as Mr, Churchill has de-| 


clared, is a ghastly prospect to 
face, since, besides the material 
effedts of unemployment there 
is also to be. taken into ‘account 
|the mora! agony which it pro- 
duces. The Government  at- 
‘titude is’ that the provision “of 
public works for the purpose of 
remedying unemployment has 
been tried’ out’ and has. failed. 
In support of this, contention, it 
is pointed out that between 1924 
and 1931, some seven’ hundred 
millions, sterling was spent on 
various developments, but there 
had ‘been, instead of a decrease, 
an increase in ‘unemployment, 
The argument, however, is not 
convincing, since it- may surely 
be submitted that if these works 
have riot stemmed unetnploy- 


‘a’ contemporary 


Amerita sent’ to survey. mis- 
sionary work, and another by a 
commission of European educa- 
tional experts appointed by the 
Council of the League of Na- 
tions. The American mission 
confined its~ studies, largely ; to 
missionary schools, while the 
European experts’ surveyed only 
Chinese public schools. :Both 
groups agreed that “American- 
ization” of Chinese schools, mis- 
sionary and public,. has gone 
too far. As a result, schools 
have been’ gtadually separated 
from the indigenous life of the 
people. Reforms are .urged 
which will connect the schools 
more closely, with the needs of 
the “Chinese «masses. The 
League » Commissioners ‘sug- 
gested that .the Chinese dre 
more likely to find models. in 
Europe than in America upon
